Ministers Hear Briefs 


Government came to the 
people last Monday in St, 
Albert when a cabinet tour 
of three ministers arrived 
to meet town residents at 
the Club Mocombo over a 
breakfast meeting, 

The three ministers were 
Dr. Hugh Horner, Deputy 
Premier and Minister of Ag- 
riculture; Solicitor General 
Helen Hunley and Provincial 
Treasurer Gordon Miniely, 
who was chairman of the 


group, 

After hearing the briefs 
at the breakfast meeting, the 
group went on to outlying 
rural communities such as 
Boyle, Athabasca, Legal, 
then Westlock and Barrhead, 

Several briefs were laid 
at the door of the ministers 
from the St, Albert and Dis- 
trict Chamber of Commerce, 
the Community Planning Co- 
mmittee, the Town Council, 
the St. Albert Public Lib- 


rary Board and also an in- 
dividual brief from Gloria 
Shade of St, Albert suggest- 
ing ‘improvement in the life 
of the Retarded from the 
cradle to the grave,’’ An 
individual brief was also 
presented concerning better 
garbage disposal at public 
campsites by Lorraine 
Moore, 

The Chamber of Comm- 
erce brief was presented 
by Gerry Belke, the town 


Hearing held on Akinsdale rezoning 


A public hearing regard- 
ing rezoning NE 34-53-25- 
W4th (an area located in 
Akinsdale, the south-east 
portion of St. Albert, east 
of the subdivision of Forest 
Lawn) drew discussion from 
several residents at the 
Council meeting held on 
Monday, September 9; 

Mayorality candidate, Mr, 
Richard Plain, asked for 
clarification on the problem 
which is giving rise to the 
decision to seek rezoning 
of the area, which is curr- 
ently zoned Agricultural, to 
Residential Single Family 
category (R1C), Mayor Gib- 
bon responded by stating, 
‘The total area came up for 
rezoning from A to R1C now 
because of the fact that this 
area is pretty close to the 
proposed ring road which we 
now understand is not even 
proposed ~ they don’t even 
know where it is. The area 
was held up by the Edmon- 
ton Regional Planning Com- 
mission through a tabling 
by the Department ofthe En- 
vironment, twice,'’ The Ma~ 
yor stated that portions of 


the area of Akinsdale were 
approved and others were 
approved conditionally based 
on the Highways Depart- 
ment’s requirement for the 
ring road route and buffer- 
ing specifications, 

A period of discussion 
followed in which various 
members of council and Mr, 
Gordon, town planner, dis- 
cussed the details of buffer- 
ing, ring road route, and the 
condition of 149 Street which 
were pertinent to the rezon- 
ing decision as per the ques- 
tions raised by Mr, Plain, 

Mr, Thiele, a resident of 
St, Albert, rose to speak on 
the matter following Mayor 
Gibbon asking if there was 
anyone who wished to further 
comment on the subject, He 
stated that he held a fear 
that though the discussion 
was ‘‘academic at this point'’ 
that the Town may be in a 
position where it was unable 
to maintain the proper buff- 
ering if the Department of 
Highways located the ring 
road in a contrary location 
and the rezoning goes 
through, “If I may make

council brief by Mayor Ray 
Gibbon and the Community 
Planning brief by Margaret 
Smith, 

Presentation of briefs was 
preceded by breakfast, then 
after this Mr. Miniely gave 
replies to the briefs invit- 
ing Miss Hunley and Dr, 
Horner to do the same, 

Sixty-five breakfasts were 
served up for the occasion, 

Highlights of the town 
council brief were a request 
to remove an inequity in 
the municipal assistance 
grant, and a concern with 
equalized assessment for 
school foundation fund pur- 
poses, 

They favoured a ring road 
and green belt corridor to 
prevent the growth of alarge 
urban mass, The brief also 
Suggested that simpler pro- 
cedures be set in motion 
when public works were re- 
quired in another munici- 
pality. 

It was pointed out that 
efforts by the council of St. 
Albert to locate major in- 
dustrial expansion have been 
frustrated and the brief re- 
commended that a reason- 
able tax base be provided 
which included industry and 
commercial enterprises. 

It was also recommended 
that a point system be set 
up so that municipalities 
could share, withput increa- 
sing taxation, that portion 
of income tax collected for 
the Province based on the 
income of the residents in a 
given municipality. 

A suggestion was made 
that the delegation of Mini- 
sters familiarize itself with 
the contents of a brief con- 
cerning municipal regional 
government, following a fea- 
sibility study request from 
the towns of Morinville, St, 
Albert, the villages of Gib- 
bons, Bon Accord and Legal 
and the Municipal District 
of Sturgeon No, 90. 

Earlier, a brief from the 
Community Planning Com- 
mission re-emphasized the 
need for a rapid transit sys- 
tem between St. Albert and 
Edmonton, 

The brief from the St. 
Albert and District Cham- 
ber of Commerce supported 
the building of a major in- 
dustrial park outside the 
present boundaries of the 
town but outside the green 
belt area, 

It was also requested that 
the Government assist St, 
Albert in the development 
of a light industrial park to 
locate suitable manufactur- 
ing firms to the site, 
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Cabinet Meeting 
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The brief went on to say 
that the Chamber of Com- 
merce supported as a top 
priority the development of 
the downtown core, It also 
mentioned that further ex- 
ploitation of the river bottom 
land should be stopped im- 
mediately. 

The brief urged the Gov- 
ernment to look at ways of 
developing a Sturgeon Valley 
Park for recreation but with 
the understanding that the 
responsibility of building 
such facilities did not rest 
with the present population 
of St, Albert. 

The final point of the brief 
was that the Chamber of 
Commerce was opposed to 
the concept of annexation 
to Edmonton. 

However the brief pointed 
out that this did not mean 
that the town would not co- 
operate with Edmonton in 
areas like transportation, 
sewer and water. It was 
against any development that 
changes the aspect of the 
present green belt area, 


In other matters a brief 
was presented to the cabinet 
tour concerning inequities in 
provincial library funding as 
this affects the town library. 
The brief was presented by 
Librarian Don Mills, 

A final brief presented to 
the cabinet tour from Mrs, 
Shade requested urgent ac- 
tion for the needs of our 
retarded citizens, 

Following the presentation 
of briefs Mr, Miniely invited 
replies from the other mini- 
sters, quipping, ‘‘We don’t 
feel we’re very far from you 
in St, Albert; we have more 
regular opportunities for 
talking to you than most,” 

In brief here are some of 
the replies which the cabinet 
delegation gave to those att- 
ending the meeting. 

Regarding the ring road 
and the green belt Dr. Hor- 
ner said the Government was 
in favour of maintaining the 
environment by solidifying 
the St. Albert green belt and 
tying this in with transporta- 
tion network requirements

system and the ring road, 

Dr. Horner said that 
‘‘whatever developed in Ed- 
monton would tie in with St. 
Albert and Sherwood Park,’’ 

Concerning library policy 
Miss Hunley said she was 
aware of the shortcomings 
of the funding system here 
and also pointed out that a 
change in library policy was 
being considered, She said 
an extensive report was 
being prepared in this matt- 
er at the request of Minister 
for Culture, Youth and Re- 
creation, Horst Schmid. 
Thus it was hoped to bring 
the provincial library pol- 
icy on a par with the rest 
of Canada, 

Regarding services for the 
retarded, Miss Hunley said 
this would have top priority 
though at present things were 
not going as quickly as 
everyone would wish; never- 
theless she pointed out that 
this would be brought to the 
attention of the Minister con- 
cerned. 

Dr. Horner emphasized 
that services for the retar- 
ded would have to be a com- 
munity program, 

On the question of indus- 
trial parks for St, Albert 
Mr. Miniely said a decision 
was imminent on this point 
and that all assistance would 
be given in the servicing 
and acquisition of industrial 
parks,

we do not know where the 
ring road is going to go be- 
cause the Minister of the 
Environment changed its 
path, this happened on March 
25, We have letters from the 
Department of Highways sta- 
ting that we should not ser- 
vice certain portions of the 
area to the south of the ring 
road boundary as outlined 
because it would be costly 
to purchase that land, We 
then have a further letter 
from the Minister of Munici- 
pal Affairs stating that at 
the present time there is 
the present time it is not 
even known if there is going 
to be a ring road,’’ The 
mayor went on to state that 
the Ministers have been kept 
fully informed and Coun, 
Throndson stated that they 
had been supplied with plans 
of the items which are being 
pursued in this regard by 
the Town, 

Mr. Thiele went on to ex- 
press his concern that the 
buffering would be insuffi- 
cient, In this regard Mayor 
Gibbon consoled Mr. Thiele 
stating that the Department 
of Highways would allow for 
adequate buffering in the 
event that it was required. 

Mrs, Margaret Smith, 
candidate for Council, 
brought up three points of 
concern asking for clarifi- 
cation first on the size of 
the ring road, and the ad- 
vantage of followingthe route 
depicted onthe proposed map 
The mayor pointed out that 
the advantage existed in the 
fact that property would not 
be disrupted, but in view of 
present conditions, the Town 
was proposing the location 
of the ring road ‘‘the Coun- 
cil have gone on record,”’ 
he said, with the three Mini- 
sters concerned as having 
the ring road actually cut 
south along the Town boun- 
dary and into the flight path, 
That is the only change pro- 
posed by the Town and we 
have heard nothing at all 
yet in reply to that sub- 
mission,” 

Mrs, Smith raised the 
point about delays in the 
establishment of sidewalks, 
and the finishing of roads 
within the subdivision of Ak- 
insdale, She questioned whe- 
ther consideration was being 
given by Council re: com- 
pensation for Mr, Osadchuk, 
(whose crops had been dama~ 
ged as a result of construc- 
tion of a dam by the devel- 
oper) if compensation was 
due, 

Mayor Gibbon informed 
Mrs, Smith that investiga- 
tions were underway regard- 
ing Mr, Osadchuk’s claim, 
and pointed out that the side- 
walks and other services 
were to be put in prior to 
the residents moving in if 
possible, The mayor went on 
to state that the major part 
of the slippery conditions 
experienced onthe Akinsdale 
area roads was a result of 
residents bringing in fill 
dirt, top soil and the like, 
Coun, de Bruijn pointed out 
that a resolution of Council 
had been passed which ecall- 
ed for a clause to be inelud- 


ments which would cover the 


* contingencies mentioned. 


Mr, Plain queried Coun- 
cil regarding water supply 
for the area in the light of 
the Sept. 6th article appear- 
ing in the Edmonton Jour- 
nal which reported urging 
that a tough stand be taken 
by the City Council regarding 
the water line to St, Albert. 
Mr, Plain’s point was that 
this might be a further hard- 
ship, bringing about further 
water rationing, as develop- 
ment continued in this area 
of the Town, 

The mayor pointed out that 
meetings had been held with 
the Deputy Ministers of En- 
vironment and Municipal Af- 
fairs and Council was ass- 
ured of a fairly rapid hearing 
on the line, The mayor stat- 
ed that he did not see much 
problem in getting the water 
line started, and in opera~ 
tion by the 15th of May, and 
if there were problems the 
Department of Environment 
would be approached for a 
stop work order on all devel- 
opment in the Town, 


Discussion continued on 
the matter of a possible 
water shortage, Mayor Gib- 
bon stated that he had held 
private discussions with 
members of the MD Council 
and had been assured that 
the MD would not hinder the 
construction of a water line, 
“T honestly believe we will 
get consideration from the 
City of Edmonton,’’ the may- 
or stated,‘‘if not, in private 
eonversations with people in 
the MD I have been assured 
that they are not going to 
cut off our water as the 
saying goes,’’ 

Coun, Hudson moved that 
the public hearing on the 
matter cease “in the in- 
terest of the people await- 
ing appointments, I think that 
we are going off in a direc- 
tion that is not directly re- 
lated, ’’ Council voted 6 to 1 
in favour ofclosing the hear- 
ing, Coun, Lukay voted in 
opposition,

immediately affects the 
town, More importantly it 
will-dictate the geographical 
appearance of the southern 
boundary in the future, he 
observed, 

Mr, Wetsch stated that the 
influx of thousands of resi- 
dents into St, Albert has put 
a severe strain onthe town’s 
services and recreation fac- 
ilities, It is essential in his 
opinion that the idyllic en- 
vironment presently enjoyed 
by the citizens is preserved, 
and he believes an imme- 
diate program must be in- 
stituted to provide additional 
recreation services, 

On the matter of services 
his position is that council 
must take immediate steps 
to commence construction 
of the water line between 
the Rosslyn pumping station 
in the City, and the Sturgeon 
Heights reservoirs, 

Mr. Wetsch feels strongly 
that the Sturgeon River vall- 
ey must be preserved, with 
particular attention being 
paid to the numerous ravines 
which run back from the 
river valley, 

It is the duty and obliga- 
tion of the town council to 
Support and encourage local 
Service clubs and their work 
in developing the recreation- 
al, social and cultural life 
of the community.

area and additional. shopping 
centres, and believes there 
is a definite choice to be 
made by council: either to 
encourage the development 
of regional shopping areas, 
or to encourage the devel- 
opment of a downtown shop- 
ping core, with minor shopp- 
ing centres in the outlying 
areas, We should take im- 
mediate steps to ensure the 
prosperity of the downtown 
area and, only when popula- 
tion growth demands it, 
should we look to large re- 
fional shopping centres, said 
Mr, Wetsch. 

Certain steps should be 
taken immediately to co-op- 
erate with the City of Ed- 
monton in the development 
of a modern freeway system 
from the Groat Road area 
to the southern boundary of 
the Town of St. Albert. 

In the development of any 
town projects and services, 
a councillor is faced with 
the questions of revenue and 
Mr. Wetsch said the resi- 
dential taxpayer is basically 
the sole source of revenue, 
with the exception of govern- 
ment grants, If St, Albert is 
to preserve its entity, it 
must have a healthy econo- 
mic base, he said. But he 
does not want, nor does he 
believe the citizens of St. 
Albert want, the influx of 
industry into the town per 
se. However he thinks the 
town can invite industry in- 
to a specified area, and place 
stringent requirements on 
that industry to provide to 
conform with local and pro- 
vincial health and environ- 
mental regulations,

A senior member of St, 
Albert Town Council, Mr. 
John de Bruijn who was first 
elected in 1962 after the 
town came under New Town 
status, told the Gazette 
Tuesday that he will seek 
office in October for his 
fifth term, 

Mr. de Bruijn is a direc- 
tor of Employee Relations 
and Property Management 
for the Trucking Division 
of Pacific Western Airlines 
and the family have made 
their home in St. Albert 
Since 1960, 

Those who follow the aff- 
airs of town council find 
Councillor de Bruijn a con- 
sistent and rather predict- 
able performer, Asked why 
he said ‘‘I have always sup- 
ported a balanced budget.*’ 
He doesn‘t believe in deficit 
financing, rather “‘pay as 
you go,"’ 

He would support a con- 
tinued growth - ‘because it 
is easier for many to pay 
for good facilities than for 
a few.'’ As a matter of fact, 
he said, the few can’t supp- 
ort them - giving as an ex- 
ample a covered swimming 
pool, St, Albert is producing 
a fine calibre of swimmers, 
who need year around facil- 
ities Mr. de Bruijn added. 

He also supports the 
development of a General 
Plan, but feels there is a 
great deal of misunderstan- 
ding as to what a general 
plan constitutes, A general 
plan is a philosophical do- 
cument, he said, which gen- 
eralizes in land uses, trans- 
portation systems and popu- 
lation forecasts for a speci- 
fic area, It must be flexible, 
he emphasized, and can 


never be construed as a 
finite document - rather such 
a plan is a guideline, 

I would also like to go on 


record, said Mr de Bruijn, 
as supporting a major shop- 
ping centre on the Shapiro 
site, adding that he took this 
position after careful con- 
sideration of the alternatives 
before council, Transporta- 
tion, overall benefit to the 
community, availability to 
residents, and the shopping 
habits of the people have all 
been taken into these con- 
siderations, which have been 
going on for about two years, 
he said, 

Mr. de Bruijn has also 
served (as a member app- 
ointed by town council) on 
the Sturgeon General Hos- 
pital Board, since its forma- 
tion in 1964, This time the 
St. Albert Council has de- 
cided that the three St. Al- 
bert members should be 
elected to the Board, Asked 
how he felt about the change, 
Councillor de Bruijn said 
that as long as board mem- 
bers are elected by the pub- 
lic at large, there is no 
conflict of interest. He is 
undecided whether he will 
run for the hospital board, 

Asked what he thought 
about the rate of growth of 
St. Albert, he responded im- 
mediately ‘the rate of growth 
cannot be legislated - adding 
that the town has been able 
to balance the budget through 
growth. 

“I realize the pressure 
put on school boards-by rapid 
growth he went on, and be- 
lieve assistance should be 
given by the province in this 
situation, 

He would support Munici- 
pal assistance also from the 
Provincial government, on 
an allocation of points of the 
existing income tax, In as 
much as ours is one of the 
highest in Canada, stated 
Councillor de Bruijn, it 
would create no hardship -

given also the increase in 
resource revenue tothe pro- 


vince, He felt that if this 
was done, young couples 
would see a direct benefit 


from the Provincial part of 
the income tax they pay, He 
definitely does not, however, 
advocate increasing the pro- 
vineial share of income tax, 
stating rather that munici- 
palities should realize some 
assistance from the present 
rate, 

In conclusion Councillor 
de Bruijn said he would sup- 
port location of industry 
within the boundaries of St, 
Albert, for reasons not only 
of assessment, but for job 
opportunities for young 
people, and for older people 
who now have to drive back 
and forth to work.

The current issue of the 
St. Regis news carried the 
following list of office rules, 
posted in 1872 by the owner 
of a carriage works, as a 
guide to his office employ- 
ees, We thought our readers 
would enjoy it too. 

Shorter work hours . . 
more vacation time... a 
better retirement plan... 
a higher salary. 

At some point, all of us 
have wished for those things 

Since the first Monday cf 
next month is Labor Day - 
a special day set aside to 
honour you and all people 
who work - it might be worth 
considering how much better 
off today’s average worker 
is than his or her predeces- 
sors. 

For comparison, the foll- 
owing list of office rules 
was posted in 1872 by the 
owner of a carriage works 
as a guide to his office em- 
ployees: 

*Office employees will 
daily sweep the floors, dust 
the furniture, shelves and 
showcases, 

*Each day fill lamps, clean 
chimneys, and trim wicks, 
Wash the windows once a 
week, 

*Each clerk will bring in 
a bucket of water and a 
scuttle of coal for the day’s 
business, 

*Make your pens carefully 
You may whittle nibs to your 
individual taste, 


*The office will open at 
7 a.m, and close at 8 p,m., 
except on the Sabbath, on 
which day it will remain 
closed, Each employee is 
expected to spend the Sabb- 
ath by attending church and 
contributing liberally to the 
cause of the Lord. 

*Men employees will be 
given an evening off each 
week for courting purposes, 
or two evenings a week if 
they go regularly to church. 

*After an employee has 
spent his 13 hours of labour 
in the office, he should spend 
the remaining time reading 
the Bible and other good 
books, 

*Every employee should 
lay aside from each pay a 
goodly part of his earnings 
for his benefit during his 
declining years, so that he 
will not become a burden 
on society or his betters, 

*An employee who smokes 
Spanish cigars, uses liquor 
in any form, or frequents 
pool or public halls or gets 
shaved in a barber shop will 
be a good reason to support 
or suspect his worth, inten- 
tions, integrity and honesty. 

*The employee who has 
performed his labors faith- 
fully and without a fault for 
five years will be given an 
increase of five cents per 
day in his pay. providing 
profits from the business

I would like to reply to 
Mrs, Stibbe’s letter in the 
September 4, 1974 Gazette 
regarding a major shopping 
centre, 

I agree that St, Albert 
needs a major shopping cen- 
tre very much especially 
at the rate the population 
is growing, The present

I disagree though that the 
Shapiro site is the best place

ing forward to reply, Mrs, 
Kennedy received an out- 
burst of applause. 

Thank you to all of you, 
she said simply - and espe- 
cially to the school board - 
always generous and ever 
considerate, Thanks to prin- 
cipals - tremendous people 
and Mr. Maloney - my first 
principal. Before that I had 
been in country schools - 
and was used to being my 
own boss, and not having to 
kow tow. Mr, Maloney is 
one of the finest people I 
know, She said, and I have 
judged succeeding superiors 
by how they measured up 
to his standards. I’m going 
to miss all of it - the child- 
ren particularly, she said, 
but I will still keep my 
choir, Mrs, Kennedy who 
has been with District 3 
since its inception in 1958, 
and has taught for over 20 
years, including several 
years with Sturgeon Divi- 
sion and the Mission Park 
school, received a standing 
ovation as she returned to 
her place, She had been pre- 
sented with an engraved pla- 
que, a long Service cash 
award and a gift certificate 
for $100, 

Chairman of the Board, 
Ernie Howrish, paid tribute 
to Chris McDonell, retiring 
secretary-treasurer, Most 
of you are aware, he said, 
that Chris was born and rais- 
ed in St, Albert. His parents

Committee approves water agreement 


The Committee of the

Commission Board regard- 
ing the agreement require- 
ment of the M.D, of Stur- 
geon,’? The mayor pointed

out that the MD were insist- 
ing that people within a one 
mile radius of the water line

A group of 49 local far- 
mers and businessmen have 
formed a company which will 
own and operate the plant 
and they have hired a mana- 
ger, Mr. Maurice Daoust 
who will be supervising con- 
struction and progress of 
the plant with periodic in- 
spections, He will take over 
full time on March Ist, 1974, 

Land surveys have been 
completed, and testing shows 
very good conditions of hard 
clay, The Board is presently 
buying hay and have equip- 
ment at work building stacks, 

Behind the sod turning 
ceremony soon to be arran- 
ged is an interesting story 
of investigation which took

three of the directors of the

Stagflation has arrived 


By Stan Schellenberger 
Canada has just completed 
its first quarter of stagfla- 
tion - that is, high inflation 
combined with no increase 
in the gross national product, 
Statistics Canada recently 
rcdorted that in the second 
quarter of this year inflation 
reached an uncomfortably 
high annual rate of 14.5 per 
cent while the country’s 
gross national product re- 
mained the same. 
Apparently, the Canadian 
economy had continued to 
expand strongly until the se- 
cond quarter while most of 
the other industrialized 
countries, such as the United 
States, Japan, and Britain 


had recorded sharp slow- 
downs or declines in the 
volume of production, 

The United States, for ex- 
ample, has suffered declines 
in its gross national product 
during the first two quarters 
of this year. This trend fits 
a popular definition of re- 
cession: a drop in the gross 
national product in two suc- 
cessive quarters, 

This trend towards a re- 
cession in other countries 
has begun to be felt in Cana~ 
da as one of the mainsources 
of weakness in the second 
quarter resulted from de- 
clining exports, Canada de- 
pends heavily on exports and 
is consequently strongly af- 
fected by the economic sit- 


uations of other countries, 

Other weak spots in the 
economy during the second 
quarter were a slowdown in 
the growth of consumer 
spending and a substantial 
decline in business capital 
investment in such things 
as new plants and equipment. 


~ The latter being caused to 


a large extent by strikes in 
the construction industry. 

Walter R, Lawson, presi- 
dent of the Canadian Manu- 
facturer’s Association re- 
cently said: ‘Inflation has 
reached such proportions 
that it now threatens our 
whole economy and national 
standard of living.*’* I’m af- 
raid that I must agree with 
him,

been supplying pellets to Ja- 
pan, In a year or two short- 
ages are expected in the 
central, eastern States and 
they expect to be importing 
pellets, Britain is experien- 
cing shortages also, he said, 

The Directors ofthe Legal 
plant have already made con- 
tacts on marketing possibil- 
ities and arrangements with 
the Americans and the Asian 
markets, 


ANOTHER FIRST IN THE 
OFFING 


While in the United States 
the Legal group also had a 
session with people from 
soy bean production and 
marketing groups on the fea- 
sibility of cars carrying al- 
falfa pellets to the States, 
returning with soy beans to 
help feed Canadian mills, 
Such an arrangement would 
be the first experiment with 
this kind of two-way switch, 
and Mr. Provost feels he 
will become further involved 
in inter-governmental ex- 
ploration of this possibility. 

The Directors also visited 
most of the dehydrating 
plants in Alberta including 
both of those in Falher. ‘he 
Legal plant will be similar 
to the smaller Falher plant, 
but all provisions have been 
made to double its size - 
perhaps in 18 months time, 
said Mr. Provost. 


In addition the Board was 
in contact with all the plants 
in Saskatchewan learning of 
their difficulties and suce- 
esses, 

The most recent step 
which they feel certain is in 
the right direction was en- 
gaging the services of Mr. 
Daoust who will be making 
a permanent home in Legal 
with his wife and family. 
For the past five years he 
has been general manager 
with a dehydrating plant in 
northeast Saskatchewan and 
prior to that farmed on his 
own for 18 years, He ser- 


ved on the planning comm- 
ittee of the most modern 
plant in his area and the 
Board is very happy to have 
him, said Mr, Provost, ad- 
ding that he has the most 
experience of anyone avail- 
able for the Legal plant.

Cabinet tour attracts large 


crowd in Legal 


Over 200 people crammed 
into the Legal Community 
Hall last Monday afternoon 
to meet a cabinet delegation 
of three provincial govern- 
ment ministers: Dr. Hugh 
Horner, Gordon Miniely and 
Helen Hunley, 

MLA Ernie Jamison in 
his introductory remarks 
told the audience this had 
been the biggest attendance 
yet during the Ministers’ 
northern tours, 

Mayor Joe Nault of Legal 
termed the meeting an his- 
toric event, significant be~- 
cause it marked anew period 
of relationships with the 
Government and the ordinary 
people of the province. 

During the meeting briefs 
were presented to the three 
ministers, Dr, Hugh Horner, 
Deputy Premier and Mini- 
ster of Agriculture, Solicitor 
General Helen Hunley and 
Provincial Treasurer Gor- 
don Miniely, Each brief was 
dealt with immediately by 
either of the ministers be- 
fore going on to the next 
item, The Government pro- 
mised their help in each 
case, though cautioning that 
in some instances assis- 
tance might take time in 
getting through, 

The meeting was ably 
chaired by Walter Van De 
Walle a councillor with the 
MD of Sturgeon, 

Mayor ‘‘Snip’’ Loblick of 
Gibbons gave the first brief 
pointing out that commun- 
ity’s dire need for an ade- 
quate water supply in view 
of projected growth in the 
community, 

Ken Melech, president of 
Bon Accord Board of Trade, 
presenting his brief said he 
wanted a positive answer 
from the Department of the 
Environment about the re- 
positioning of the garbage 
dump and said that at pre- 
sent the community’s gar-

Mr. Melech felt there 
should be a fairer system 
of sharing out grants to the 
smaller communities; he al- 
so expressed dissatisfaction 
with the highway near Bon 
Accord wondering how many 
more deaths there would be 
till action was taken to im- 
prove things, He hinted at 
the towns enthusiasm for an 
industrial park and Treas- 
ury Branch 

In anotl orief Council- 
lor Leon St, Martin of Legal 
said that action was urgent- 
ly needed for the town’s 
water supply. On the present 
projection it would only sup- 
ply the community’s needs 
for another year. Mr. St. 
Martin also pointed out that 
many residents complained 
about the poor taste of the 
water, its high colour and 
bad odour. 

He wanted improvements 
to the community’s main 
street and a nearby section 
of secondary highway 635 
pointing out that the main 
street was practically turned 
into a market road at times 
as it was often used by grain 
haulers, 

Dr, Horner promised as- 
sistance with all these pro- 
blems, 

In a joint submission from 
Les Femmes Chretiennes, 
the CWL, the Knights of Col- 
umbus and the parish coun- 
cil, Madeleine Cornelius of 
Legal complained about abu- 
ses in the abortion law, dis- 
respect for human life and 
the exploitation of sex and 
violence by the media, She

MD of Sturgeon Councillor 
Walter Jerram in a brief 
presented on behalf of the 
Agricultural Service Board 
of the District of Sturgeon 
gave his congratulations to 
the Alberta Government for 
its assistance to farmers 
but pointed out that the econ- 
omic situation was bad for 
livestock producers, Prices 
were low he said and did not 
provide farmers with suffi- 
cient net income, He asked 
the Government for help so 
that calves would not have 
to be sold this fall. 

Dr. Horner said the pre- 
sent economical situation 
looked to be only temporary 
and promised help to protect 
herds in Alberta, 

Presenting a brief on be- 
half of rural residents Mr, 
Van de Walle expressed con- 
cern over the number of 
fatalities on the section of 
Highway west of Legal and 
asked for the placing of fla- 
shing lights at this section 


of road. 

The brief pointed out the 
need for adequate municipal 
services for these residents, 
but the ability to pay for 
these was sorely hampered 
by the limited amount of 
assessment the community 
had, M:r. Van de Walle poin- 
ted out that much had been 
done to attract industry to 
the area in order to increase 
the tax base, He mentioned 
that a large oil company 
had promised to locate at 
Sturgeon but this had been 
hampered by a freeze on 
refineries within a 50 mi‘le 
radius of Edmonton, 

On the bright side the brief 
pointed out that March Ist 
next year an alfalfa plant 
would be starting in Legal 
and Dr, Horner was thanked 
for his help in this venture, 

During the question period 
Marie Oligny of Legal asked 
what the government was 
doing » protect the rights 
of the individual against har- 
assment from mental cases 
at large in the community, 
now that there was a back- 
lash against confinement, 

In reply Miss Hunley said 
the Government was sympa- 
thetic to the Mental Health 
Act and to those confined 
and to the people who may 
wish to take the mentally 
ill back into the community, 
She gave Miss, Oligny a pri- 
vate hearing after the meet- 
ing.
